ELEMENTARY AND SECONDARY EDUCATION ACT 


We could take a brief look at Federal programs in our system. The 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act is apparently here to stay for a 
while. Under Title I of this act we are giving guidance service in the ele- 
mentary grades, maintaining reading labs which take students from all of 
Berlin schools, and we have provided testing and consultant service which 
have led to the beginning of what we hope will be at least four or five spe- 
cial classes in Berlin. Also, under Title I support is given to the area men- 
tal health clinic on a contract basis. 


Two hundred public and parochial students were able to receive 
special help in reading in our mobile laboratories last summer. We hope to 
have the same program this summer. 


Unfortunately Title I has been only partly funded for this year. We 
hope that more money will soon be available so the work started can con- 
tinue. Title II provides books and film strips for both public and parochial 
schools. The title to these remains by law with the Board of Education 
which, incidentally, has the responsibility for initiating and approving all 
programs. Title III (ARISE) is conducted on a regional basis and is operated 
out of Littleton. This provides unusual cultural opportunities for elemen- 
tary and secondary students by having artists and craftsmen visit schools 
and work with students in classrooms and assemblies. We once had high 
hopes that Title VI to provide funds for programs for handicapped children 
would become available. This program is moving very slowly, and we are 
told that no money will become available until fall at the earliest. 


MANPOWER TRAINING 


There have been fewer Manpower Training programs than usual 
this year. Berlin has gone from four to two. Presently we are operating a 
clerk-typist program. This will end in March and our present welding pro- 
gram will end April 28. We hope to have the welding program extended. A 
side effect of these programs has been the use of equipment made available 
to our general shops for student use. This has made possible some vocation- 
al education that we could not have offered otherwise. Many people have 
gained skills leading to useful employment through these courses. Thus far 
we have this number: automatic transmission repairmen, 12; sewing ma- 
chine operator, 91; welder combination, 95; machine operator, 163, and 
clerk typist, 36. 


GUIDANCE 


Guidance plays an important role in our schools. We need academic 
guidance to help children select their right courses, vocational guidance, 
and personal counseling. At this time of year, early March, 132 of our pres- 
ent senior class of 230 have applied for admission to post secondary schools. 
Five years ago only 26 out of 84 graduates went on to further training. Some 
of last year’s students are attending leading colleges including Harvard, 
Barnard, Smith Tufts and Cornell. 


We have continued the same, rather extensive testing program used in 
the past, to enable us to determine strengths, weakness, and potential of stu- 
dents so they may get maximum help. College Board exams are still being 
given in Berlin, but they may be moved because of better facilities opening 
up in other schools. 
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BASIC ADULT EDUCATION 


The Basic Adult Education Program, made possible under the Eco- 
nomic Opportunity Act and now operating under Title III of E.S.E.A., is 
now in its second year of operation. This educational opportunity is avail- 
able to adults eighteen years or older who have not completed the eighth 
grade. This year’s program will last for 25 weeks, from October to April. 
The program is available to anyone in this area, as the schools are conduct- 
ed on a regional basis. There are 107 students now participating. 

Four levels of instruction are offered to English-speaking adults. 
Each group meets four hours a week and receives instruction in reading, 
writing and mathematics. Books, magazines, newspapers, and many audio- 
visual aids are used as teaching material. Each class has a teacher and teach- 
er aide for the encouragement of individualized instruction. 

The program provides a real second chance for many people. 


KING SCHOOL KINDERGARTEN 


The beginning of a kindergarten at the King School has been suc- 
cessful. Under an experienced and able teacher fifty-six children have at- 
tended, thirty-two in the morning session and twenty-four in the afternoon. 
The room is attractive and pleasant with good furniture. Some more ma- 
terials for instructional purposes should be purchased before another year. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


To write about future needs would be bad timing. If the Mayor 
and Council appoint a building committee, they, along with consultants, 
would study in depth the type of secondary program which they would rec- 
ommend for Berlin. There might well be in either their report, or a report 
to follow, recommendations for the use of existing facilities. 

Transfer students this year are about the same in number as last 
year. A final determination can be made in June. At that time the cost of 
education for these added students along with the currently enrolled stu- 
dents will be clear, and this information will be presented to the City 
Council by the Board of Education.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT

To His Honor the Mayor and City Council 
City of Berlin, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


Our forty-second annual report for the year 1966 is submitted here- 
with for your consideration. 

Revenue from water consumption in the City of Berlin, N. H., this 
year increased approximately $4,000.00. Total collections were $153,000.00. 
Out of this sum only $200.00 remained uncollected and we finished the year 
with a balance of $11,889.79 in the bank or $3,958.45 more than we estimat- 
ed. Free water donated for use of fire hydrants, maintenance of fire hyd- 
rants, schools, churches, charitable institutions, etc., amounted to $25,321.32. 


No funds were available to replace any of the remaining three 
miles of wooden stave pipe carrying water from the Godfrey reservoir sit- 
uated on the Ammonoosuc water-shed this year. Plans were drawn up by 
our Superintendent, Ernest E. Tankard, P.E., at a saving to the Department 
of about $20,000 and a grant of $230,000 was obtained from the Government 
towards payment of one-half the cost of replacing this pipe line. 


After the usual routine of advertising for bids, seven bidders ap- 
peared at the opening of bids. The low bidder was Clarke & Pray Construc- 
tion Company of Bridgeport, Conn., for the sum of $354,000.00. High bidder 
was $452,000.00. One half of this sum will be borne by the Berlin Water De- 
partment. 


One mile of new water mains was laid during this year, most of 
which was 8-inch cast iron pipe. Installation of these pipes are in the new 
building areas, and will eventually lead to additional income. 


We w-sh to again emphasize the fact that your Water Department 
has still managed to operate within income and while water rates have only 
increased 20 percent since 1925, wages and materials have increased 400 
percent. 


Nothing has been done about actual enlargement of existing water 
mains within City limits as recommended by the National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters this year. Plans are scheduled for this work in the near future. 


For a more detailed report of department activities and financial 
standing we refer you to our Superintendent’s report.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
January 31, 1967 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Water Commissioners 
City of Berlin, New Hampshire 


Gentlemen: 


We are pleased to submit herewith the forty-second annual report 
of the Berlin Water Works for the year 1966. 

Twenty-two new services were added to the system and thirty ser- 
vices were replaced to the street line. Four thousand feet of new water 
mains were laid within city limits ranging in size from two-inch to eight- 
inch in diameter. 

Precipitation was another 5.2 inches below normal for the year. This 
is the third year that precipitation has been below normal. However, the 
weather man has been extremely good to us by evenly distributing rain- 
fall so that water perculated into the soil and the run-off was minimal. 

Venturi meter readings indicated a consumption of 973,409,000 gal- 
lons of water for the year. Of this consumption 583,150,000 gallons came 
from the Ammonoosuc water-shed, 381,699,000 gallons from the Success 
water-shed and 8,560,000 gallons were pumped from the ground water sup- 
ply. This is equivalent to 2,667,000 gallons of water per day or 1,852 gallons 
per minute and 156 gallons per capita. Water consumption increased ten 
percent over last year, and income increased three percent. 


WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


In the year 1966 we installed 1785 feet of 8-inch cast iron pipe on 
Riverside Drive to provide water service and fire protection for the new 
State of New Hampshire Vocational School at a cost of $7,500.00. 

A new industry, The Berlin Hardwood Company, required 1,400 
feet of 8-inch cast iron pipe westerly from the Granite State Rubber Com-. 
pany plant on the West Milan Road, so this was installed at a cost of $5,- 
600.00. Both these additions will provide ample water supply for the future 
in these areas. 


SUCCESS WATER SUPPLY 


There is still 2,000 feet of 18-inch wooden-stave pipe installed in 
1927 to be replaced on the transmission pipe line conveying water trom 
Keene reservoir to Anderson reservoir. This water supply is taken from 
both branches of the Horne brooks and is one of the Success sources of wa- 
ter supply. This replacement should be done this coming year. We estimate 
the project to cost $20,000.00. 


DUMMER YARD 


The Bean brook water supply is piped through Dummer Yard and 
is the main source of water supply into the Brown Company plants. The 
line is composed of wooden stave pipe installed in 1912. So far 2,000 feet has 
been replaced with cast iron pipe leaving a balance of 3,000 feet to be re- 
placed. This project should be done this coming year at an estimated cost 
of $21,000.00. 

Pollution is a real threat to the usefulness of any water supply. As 
pointed out in past reports, our water supply comes from two water-sheds. 
The Ammonoosuc river supply, and the Success area supply. 


THE AMMONOOSUC 
This consists of twenty square miles of completely wild timber 
lands, ninety-five percent of which are situated on Government controlled 


areas and free from permanent buildings or habitation and patrolled by 
government agents for our protection. 
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SUCCESS RESERVOIRS 


We have five reservoirs in this area. Deliberate contamination of 
reservoirs and brooks is not a likelihood, but recreation and lumbering op- 
eration in this area is a real hazzard to our water supply. This year has seen 
the temporary end of large scale cutting upon our water-shed. It is my rec- 
ommendation at this time that our investment in dams and pipe lines in this 
area be protected by purchase of these lands. Our water supply must be 
protected and controlled from a sanitary viewpoint. 


AMMONOOSUC PIPE LINE 


This source of supply is located almost entirely on Government 
land and furnishes our city with two-thirds of its water supply. In 1965 a 
survey of our water system was made by the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. We were given a No. 2 rating which is second best in the State of 
New Hampshire. Ratings run from No. 1 to No. 10. We were told that if we 
had not had wooden pipe in our Transmission System that we would have 
been in the No. 1 class. There was originally eight miles of wooden pipe to 
be replaced. Five miles was built by our own department. The remaining 
three miles needed replacement so badly that slowly rebuilding from de- 
partment funds was out of the question. It was decided to let the project 
out for bids. A government outright grant of one-half the cost was finally 
obtained. The low bidder was Clarke & Fray Construction Company of 
Bridgeport, Conn. The work will start in the spring of 1967 and be complet- 
ed in the late summer. 

We would like to call your attention to the fact that we operated 
within our 1965 maintainance budget by $5,000 less than anticipated. 

Expenses for chlorination and fluoridation of the water supply is 
now our largest expense. Fluoridation has added another $2,500 yearly to 
our cost. We expect this account will cost $12,000 next year or about eight 
percent of the income. 

In closing, we wish to thank the City Officials and general public 
for their fine cooperation during the year.

URBAN RENEWAL 


At year’s end, the Authority was awaiting fed- 
eral approval of its application for loan and grant 
(Part I) for undertaking and financing the Cole 
Street urban renewal project. Please see Attach- 
ment I for a brief description of Project N.H.R-15. 


ELDERLY HOUSING 


The Housing Assistance Administration (HAA) 
in 1965 approved the Authority's requested pro- 
gram reservation for 55 units of low-rent elderly 
housing and entered into a contract with the 
Authority for an $11,000 advance to cover project 
planning costs. The Authority selected Anderson- 
Nichols and Co., architects and engineers, as ar- 
chitect for the housing development. HAA repre- 
sentatives came to Berlin in late October to in- 
spect housing sites recommended by the Author- 
ity. HAA approval of a site within the Cole Street 
urban renewal area is expected in early 1967. Once 
site approval is received, the Authority will com- 
plete preliminary planning and submit its de- 
velopment program for HAA approval. This pro- 
gram will form the basis of proceeding with proj- 
ect planning and will include descriptions of the 
housing site, sketch plans, and an estimate of the 
total cost of the planned housing units. This esti- 


mate will serve as the basis for an annual con- 
tributions contract between the Authority and 
HAA. 


APPOINTMENT TO THE AUTHORITY 


Robert Morin was reappointed to the Authority 
for a five-year term beginning Dec. 9, 1966. Mr. 
Morin has served as a Commissioner since the 
Authority was formed in December of 1963. 


THE PROPOSED COLE STREET PROJECT 


Bounded by York, Cole, Mason, Pleasant and 
Green Streets and the Grand Trunk right-of-way, 
the 16.l-acre urban renewal area includes a 2.2- 
acre section along York Street designated for con- 
servation treatment. Rehabilitation of residential 
properties will be the major activity in this sec- 
tion of the project area with better than half of 
the existing residential buildings to be retained. 
The remainder of the Cole Street area is schedul- 
ed for clearance and redevelopment. 

The Cole Street area is presently occupied by a 
mixture of commercial, industrial and residential 
facilities developed far below the area’s potential. 
The table below indicates land use distribution 
following redevelopment in accordance with the 
Urban Renewal Plan.

The current assessed value of real property 
in the Cole Street area is approximately 
$1,035,000. Assessments following redevelop- 
ment are expected to increase by 80 per- 
cent. Also, it is anticipated that the value of 
property adjacent to the urban renewal 
project will increase as the Cole Street area 
is rebuilt and building improvement begins 
to take place.

REDEVELOPMENT PLAN 


‘Under the redevelopment plan for the Cole 
Street area, uses are limited to residential, com- 
mercial and public and further restricted as to lot 
coverage, building height, parking, signs and land- 
scaping. 

Parcel R-1, a 2.36-acre site on Green Street, is 
to be used for the construction of 55 units of low- 
rent elderly housing. Rents will be set on the basis 
of the ability of the low income families and indi- 
viduals to pay. All low income elderly families 
and individuals displaced by the Cole Street proj- 
ect will have top priority for this housing. 


Parcel R-2, a one-acre site off Cole Street, is to 
be sold to a private developer for the construction 
of apartments. The developer of R-2 will provide 
one off-street parking space for each apartment 
built. 


Parcel R-3 is within the conservation area, 
which area includes ten residential buildings to 
be retained. With a total area of 32,250 square 
feet, parcel R-3 will accommodate several new 
housing units. As with parcel R-2, the land will 
be sold to a private redeveloper. 


Parcel C-1 on the northwesterly corner of Pleas- 
ant and Green Streets has an area of 31,150 square 
feet and is designated for general business use. 
The redevelopment plan requires the provision of 
one square foot of parking space for each square 
foot of commercial space developed on this par- 
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cel. This site would be particularly suitable for a 
firm requiring a major building with adjacent 
parking, such as an automobile dealership, furni- 
ture or food store. 


Parcel C-2 has a total area of 83,500 square feet. 
Parking for this parcel is to be provided in the 
adjacent municipal lots. The development envi- 
sioned for C-2 is an intergrated shopping complex 
emphasizing central business district type stores 
—with a major store and supporting smaller shops 
grouped around a pedestrian area of approximate- 
ly 20,000 square feet. Redevelopment plans allow 
for the development of office space above the re- 
tail area. 


Parcel C-3 on the northwesterly corner of York 
and Pleasant Streets is subject to the same use re- 
strictions as parcel C-2. It has an area of 19,060 
square feet. Parking is to be provided in the ad- 
jacent municipal lots. Redevelopment of parcel 
C-3 could be for single or multiple stores of a type 
similar to those proposed for parcel C-2. 


Three landscaped parking areas containing 220 
spaces will be located next to the commercial sites. 
These facilities will be for short-term shopper 
parking. 


A 1.3-acre park will be developed along the 
banks of the Dead River and dedicated to the city. 
Dead River improvements will be made. Park de- 
velopment will include the installation of walk- 
ways, permanent benches and decorative lights

ECONOMIC POTENTIAL 


The new commercial facilities in the Cole Street 
area are expected to enable all Berlin stores to 
more effectively serve the available market. It is 
expected that the Pleasant Street Shopping Cen- 
ter to be developed on Parcel C-2 will be oriented 
largely toward comparison goods stores, that is, 
those stores selling merchandise purchased on a 
shopping basis, such as department stores, variety 
stores, apparel shops, furniture and appliance 
stores and specialty goods stores. The center might 
also include a limited amount of convenience 
goods facilities such as food stores, drug stores 
and hardware stores. Redevelopment plans for the 
shopping center allow the development of office 
space above the retail area. 


The trade area of a shopping center is usually 
defined as the area from which a majority of cus- 
tomers are most likely to be attracted to the cen- 
ter’s retail stores. The trade area available to cen- 
tral Berlin stores and the new Pleasant Streeet 
Shopping Center is extensive and encompasses the 
northern portion of Coos County to Colebrook, 
west to the rural areas on the eastern borders of 
Vermont, south to the town of Conway, and east 
to the town of Bethel in Maine. 


The total trade area has a present population of 
approximately 38,000 persons. However, it should 
be noted that 22,000 people are living within a five- 
mile radius of Berlin. Total retail sales in Berlin 
are estimated at approximately $22 million and it 
is expected that with the modern facilities which 
can be developed in the Pleasant Street shopping 
area that an additional $2.5 million to $3 million 
of retail potential is immediately available. Cen- 
tral Berlin is the strongest single retail concentra- 
tion within the entire trade area and will be even 
more effective with the completion of the Pleas- 
ant Street Shopping Center. 


OPERATIONS 
The Berlin Housing Authority began planning 
the Cole Street Project in the summer of 1965 
with funds advanced by the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development. A local public agen- 
cy created by the State, the Authority was or-

ganized pursuant to a resolution of the City Coun- 
cil. Five Commissioners appointed by the Mayor 
serve as the Authority’s board. The Cole Street 
Project will be carried out by the Authority up- 
on acceptance of the redevelopment plan. 


The Authority will make every reasonable ef- 
fort to acquire property by negotiated purchase. 
Offers made by the Authority will be based on 
the reports of two independent appraisers who 
have studied the Berlin real estate market and 
inspected each property to be acquired. Any prop- 
erty owner dissatisfied with the Authority’s offer 
will have the right to a jury trial to determine the 
value of his property. 


Families and individuals living in the area will 
not be required to move before being offered de- 
cent, safe and sanitary accommodations that are 
within their means and of a size adequate to meet 
their needs. The Authority will pay the moving 
costs of all residents up to $200 each. Elderly per- 
sons of low-income will have top priority for the 
ey apartments to be built in the Cole Street 

rea. 


The Authority will offer to help businesses find 
new locations that meet their space needs and lo- 
cational preferences. Displaced business concerns 
which conform to redevelopment plan controls 
will be given preference, under established dispo- 
sition procedures, in purchasing project land for 
re-establishing their operations or-in leasing space 
from redevelopers. Special long term loans will be 
available from the Small Business Administration 
to help firms relocate. A displaced business will be 
reimbursed for actual moving expenses up to a 
maximum of $25,000. An additional payment of 
$2,500 will be made to small businesses that are 
displaced. 


Once the land is cleared, it will be sold to pri- 
vate persons for redevelopment. No urban re- 
newal money will be used for construction of 
buildings. All land to be disposed of will be ap- 
praised twice and sold for its fair value under the 
provisions of the redevelopment plan. Redevelop- 
ers will be required to build in accordance with 
the redevelopment plan and begin construction 
within a reasonable period of time. 
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
